Miss  Emily  Kimbrough  spoke  to

She 
has  attended  Bryn  Mawr  and  the 
Sorbonne.  She  and  Cornelia  Otis 
Skinner  collaborated  on  “Our 
Hearts  Were  Young  and  Gay”, 
which  was  not  only  successful  as 
a  book,  but  later  became  a  popular 
play  and  then  a  movie.  She  has  since 
written  many  successful  books  on 
her  own,  the  latest  of  which  is  the 
humorous  story  of  a  trip  to  New 
Orleans  and  the  bayou  country  of 
Louisiana  entitled  “So  Near  and 
Yet  So  Far”.  The  book  before  this 
was  the  best-seller,  “Forty  Plus 
and  Fancy  Free”. 

Seemingly,  Miss  Kimbrough  has 
a  genius  for  the  extraordinary  in 
her  travels  and  even  in  her  daily 


life.  She  mentioned  that  it  was  easy 
to  answer  the  inqueries  as-  to  the 
validity  of  her  experiences,  but  it 
was  more  difficult  to  explain  the 
whys  and  wherefores.
